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Safety fears end 
water park plan 


FURIOUS families are 
demanding answers 
after plans for a water- 
themed play area in Ely 
were thrown out over 
health and safety fears. 

Water wheels, fount¬ 
ains, interactive pumps 
and even a small weir 
could have been flowing 
in the city's lubilee Gar¬ 
dens - a popular spot for 
residents and tourists. 

As part of the Government’s 
multi-million Pathfinder Play 
scheme, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council had secured 
£42,000 of funding for the new 
play park. 

But the proposals have been 
taken back to the drawing board 
over fears for children’s safety 
around the water features. 

Ely’s waterfowl population 
also came under the spotlight - 
amid fears that ducks frolicking 
in the proposed facilities may 
create a mess in the area. 

Members of the district coun¬ 
cil’s community services comm¬ 
ittee now want to take the plans 
back to the drawing board. 

A mum-of-three in nearby 
Broad Street, who did not want 
to be named, said: “I was furious 
after hearing the plans had been 
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rejected. At the end of the day, 
all parks pose a risk to children - 
climbing frames could be 
looked upon as lethal and 
swings are not exactly the safest 
of things. 

“For Ely to be expanding as 
quickly as it is, our play areas are 
ridiculous and these plans 
would have been a huge imp¬ 
rovement to what we currently 
have.” 

Another resident, of Jubilee 
Terrace, said: “It seems health 
and safety gets in the way of 
everything these days. 

“The plans for the water park 
sounded great and something 
quirky which is what Ely needs.” 

But a spokeswoman for The 
Friends of Jubilee Gardens - 
which counts Ely mayor Sheila 
Friend-Smith as a member, urg¬ 
ed residents not to be “ann¬ 
oyed”. 

She said: “There were con¬ 
cerns that people’s safety would 
be at risk with a lack of fencing 
around the features and that the 
water would attract ducks from 
the river. 

“We do not want it to be 
ruined with duck mess or to be 
unsafe.

Centuries old fen 
records go online 


A NATURE reserve renowned for 
being Britain’s most species-rich 
wildlife haven has launched an 
online records archive. 

Wicken Fen, near Ely, has published 
what is believed to be the most comp¬ 
rehensive collection of natural history 
information for a single site. 

The archive includes 56,000 records 
dating back to the 1820s, including details 
of more than 7,400 different species. 

Developed by the National Biodiversity 
Network, wildlife enthusiasts will now be 
able to access maps and records of the 
reserve at the click of a mouse. 

Stuart Warrington, National Trust 
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regional nature conservation adviser, 
said: “Anyone fascinated with wildlife will 
be able to search this superb and unique 
archive from the most species-rich nature 
reserve known in Britain and travel back 
through time to witness the work of 
generations of passionate naturalists. 

“Wicken Fen is steeped in natural 
history with more than 170 years of 
records from academic experts who have 
visited this special place.” 

The fen, which is also the most docu¬ 
mented nature reserve in Britain, prides 
itself on providing habitats for almost 


2,000 species of flies, more than 1,500 
species of beetles and 1,100 species of 
moths. 

There are also rare species of plants 
such as the fen violet and the Great Fen 
sedge and birds such as the marsh harrier 
and the cuckoo. 

Bought by the National Trust in 1899, 
the fen is made up of 1,873 acres of nature 
reserve, which is accessible to people, as 
well as wildlife. 

The earliest published records for 
wildlife at the reserve are for the water 
soldier plant in 1833 and a water beetle 
insect in 1829.

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Crunch-hit builder axes 
executive homes

A MAJOR new housing 
estate in Ely has been hit 
by the credit crunch. 

Homes yet to be built on the 
Barratt Northampton site on 
King’s Avenue are being down¬ 
graded in a bid to sell them. 

The housing developer hopes 
to scrap plans to build executive 
three-storey townhouses and 
apartments in the scheme’s next 
phase. 

Instead, it wants to replace 
them with smaller terraced one- 
bedroom and two-bedroom 
homes, to make sure they sell. 

The changes come after the 
company was given planning 
permission to build 378 homes 
on the site in 2005. 

But because of the “current 
economic climate”, plans for the 
next phase of the scheme have 
been re-submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

A company spokesman said: 
“We are amending the existing 
layout and reducing the overall 
number of homes on the site. 

“We want to replace our exec¬ 
utive townhouses and apart¬ 
ments with terraced houses 
instead. 

“This seems wise in the 
current economic climate as we 
do not think such homes will 
sell. 

“This will result in the 
number of properties on the 
site being reduced from 378 to 
370.” 

John Bridge, chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, said the company’s 
move was a “positive” one. 

He said: “The key thing here 
is we have to provide housing 
people can afford. 

“At the moment, money is 
tight and I think this is a wise 
move to make. 

“To downgrade some of the 
houses so that people will buy 
them is much better than 
having an unfinished estate or 
houses standing empty.” 

A decision on the new pro¬ 
posals is expected by June this 
year.

“We need to do 
things properly and 
we will hopefully 
achieve this by re¬ 
designing the plans.”

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Great Cromwell plaque theft may be solved 


AN HISTORIC plaque stolen 
from a tourist information 
office more than five years 
ago may have been found - in 
a loft. 

Staff at Ely’s Oliver Crom¬ 
well House were left 
saddened when a senseless 
thief wrenched a J7th century 
medallion from its wall in 
2003. 

The one-metre wide plaque 
was an outsize reproduction 
of a medallion issued by Parl¬ 
iament in J648 to celebrate 
Cromwell’s appointment as 
Lord High Protector. 


Tourism chiefs launched an 
appeal to reproduce a plaque 
similar to the one stolen but 
nobody could remember 
exactly what it looked like. 

No photographs were avail¬ 
able to show the plaque’s 
finer details or its inscription. 

But almost six years on, the 
mystery may have been sol¬ 
ved and the original plaque 
could soon be back up where 
it belongs. 

A family from the Ely area, 
who do not wish to be nam¬ 
ed, think they may have 
found the missing medallion 


in the loft of their rented 
property. 

They said: “We were sorting 
through our loft the other day 
when we came across this 
large plaque. 

“It was just among other 
items of junk but it looked 
quite unusual. 

“On closer inspection, we 
saw the word 'Cromwell’ so 
we did not know what to do. 

“Then we remembered all 
those years ago that a plaque 
was stolen from the tourist 
office. 

“Goodness knows how it 


ended up in our house but it 
must have been via someone 
who lived here before us.” 

The family are now in talks 
with the tourist office. 

A tourist office spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are yet to 
see the plaque and decide 
where we go from here. 

“Obviously, we will need to 
investigate whether it is the 
one that was taken all those 
years ago. 

“But it is highly unlikely 
there are two of them in Ely.” 
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Court date is set for 
boat possession case 

A MAN has been accused of possessing 
a stolen boat belonging to district and 
county councillor Bill Hunt. 

Sam Coleby, 20, is alleged to have had 
the councillor’s highly sentimental Lady 
Jennifer cabin cruiser on September 11 
last year. 

But Coleby, of Victoria Street, Littleport, 
pleaded not guilty to facilitating the 
acquisition/possession of criminal 
property at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

Cllr Hunt says the boat, which he has 
owned for more than 16 years, had been 
damaged and will cost around £2,000 to 
repair. 

Coleby will face the courthouse again on 
June 18. 

He was released on unconditional bail.

Addict hit colleague 
over ‘grass up’ claim 



A HEROIN addict who, a court 
heard, left a woman with “huge 
mental issues” after punching her 
in the face has been placed under 
strict supervision. 

Kelly Bacon, 21, a former care worker, 
attacked her old colleague because she 
thought she had “grassed” her up to their 
boss. 

Bacon was sacked from Littleport 
Grange care home earlier this year after 
the company found out about her drug 
addiction and long list of criminal 
activities. 

She believed her colleague had told 
their boss about her past record, and 
confronted her on March 10. 

The attack came just months after 
Bacon, of Ashley Gardens, Littleport, had 
been released from a young offenders 
institution. 

In 2007 she was sentenced to 18 
months after selling crack cocaine to an 
undercover police officer. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, said: “The 
two women had known each other for 
around four to five years and until 
recently worked together at the care 
home. 

“At around 4.10pm on March 10, [the 
victim] and a friend had just left the 
newsagents on Main Street, Littleport, 
when Miss Bacon came up to them and 
confronted [the victim]. 

“She said ‘You ******* grassed me up at 
the Grange’ to the victim before punching 
her in the face with her right wrist. 
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“The attack caused instant pain but 
luckily there were no injuries. 

“Miss Bacon then walked away.” 

Bacon, also known as Miss Field, 
pleaded guilty to assault by beating at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The bench heard the victim is now 
wary about going out of the house and 
drives everywhere with her car doors 
locked. 

Mrs Sassoli added: “She now has huge 
mental issues as a result of this attack.” 

But Michael fudkins, mitigating, said 
Bacon was angry with herself for using 
heroin again after her stint in prison. 

He added: “She had heard that it was 
[the victim] who told the boss about her 
past but she was ashamed of herself for 
taking drugs again, which made her react 
angrily.” 

Bacon was placed on a 12-month 
supervision order and was ordered to 
complete 100 hours of unpaid work in the 
community. 

Presiding magistrate, Mary Rone, said: 
“You need help with your drug dep¬ 
endency and anger management and if 
you comply with this order, you will get 
that help.” 

She was also ordered to pay £50 
compensation to her victim and £50 
court costs. 
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Plea for dog owners 
to clean up their act

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A FOOTBALL coach “sick to 
death” of cleaning up dog 
faeces from a recreation ground 
before matches is urging pet 
owners to pick up after their 
pooches. 

Juliette Potten, 39, runs the under- 
10s football B-team in Stretham and 
has to carry a bucket and shovel 
around the ground with her before 
each game kicks off. 

The mum-of-two is fed up of poop- 
a-scooping the village’s sports field, 
especially with there is a dedicated bin 
for dog waste on site. 

Mrs Potten, of Short Road, is urging 
pet owners to be more responsible 
before the summer football season gets 
under way this year. 

She said: “I am speaking on behalf of 
everyone who uses the village rec¬ 
reation ground when I say we are sick 
and tired of dog poo. 

“I own a dog and would not dream of 
leaving his poop behind on the field so 
why do other pet owners? 

“Before matches or any other events 
are held on the field I have to go round 
with a shovel and get rid of it all, which 
is something I do not think anyone 
should be forced to do. 

“Not only is it disgusting, it is dang¬ 
erous. We sometimes have hundreds of 


youngsters and their families down 
there and if they accidentally stood in 
it, it causes real problems. 

“There are bins in place so all they 
need to do is bring a bag or scoop and 
the whole place would be much better 
for everyone. 

“This has been a problem for a few 
years but things are worse now than 
ever before.” 

The village currently has a dozen 


designated dog waste bins dotted 
around different locations. 

But some residents, even though 
they are picking the faeces up after 
their dogs, are then leaving the bags 
tied to trees or tossing them in ditches. 

Maureen Harrington, clerk of 
Stretham Parish Council, said: “The 
issue of dog poo is in our monthly 
newsletter every month. 

“We have put up 12 bins in the 


village, which cost £250 each so they 
are not cheap. 

“But still we are getting owners 
leaving their pets’ waste behind and 
there are even some who are picking it 
up and then slinging the bag in ditches. 

“People need to get their acts 
together and be responsible pet owners 
- it is not fair for anyone to have to pick 
it up or dodge it in the streets.”

Cleared but 
no apology 

Sir, It was gratifying to learn from 
your front page that the long running 
investigation by the Standard Board 
of England, regarding Cllr Brian 
Ashton, has finally been resolved (Ex¬ 
leader cleared in email row - Weekly 
News, April 9). 

The councillor has been cleared of 
any wrong doing, although his 
accuser refuses an apology 
My sympathy is with Cllr Ashton, 
having been involved in a similar 
action a few years ago.

A DEVASTATING blaze 
which destroyed sent¬ 
imental family heir¬ 
looms and thousands 
of pounds worth of 
farm machinery has 
been ruled accidental. 

But investigations into the 
fire at Martins Farm in 
Wilburton have been unable 
to pinpoint a precise cause 
of the blaze. 

Pensioners Keith and 
Joyce Ladson looked on in 
horror as fire tore through 
their barns and outbuildings 
just before 6am on Monday, 
April 6. 

More than 30 firefighters 
and six fire engines were 
called to the farm, between 
the A1123 and the A10, to 
tackle the rampant blaze. 

While crews managed to 
save around half of the farm 
buildings, the rest were 
completely destroyed. 

Inside were expensive 
tractors and vehicles, other 
farming equipment and 
family memorabilia that the 
couple had collected over 
many years. 

A fire investigation was 
launched the following 
morning, which established 
that the fire was accidental. 

A Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service spokes¬ 
woman said: “A fire invest¬ 
igation has now been carr¬ 
ied out at the scene which 
has confirmed that the fire 
was accidental. 

“But despite a thorough

investigation, we have been 
unable to pinpoint the 
precise cause. 

“When we arrived the fire 
was well alight and had 
spread to several buildings 
which were in close prox¬ 
imity. 

“Thanks to the hard work 
of crews, we managed to 
stop the fire from spreading, 
saving around 50 per cent of 
the buildings.” 

The couple had horses 
grazing in fields near to the 
blaze but none of them were 
injured or affected by the 
fire.

LITTLEPORT youngsters are swing¬ 
ing and sliding on new play equip¬ 
ment.

“Getting children out of the house and 
playing in the fresh air is so important and 
this scheme has certainly tried to make that 
happen. 

“I think if more areas like the one we have 
been given were put up, things would be 
brighter elsewhere.” 

Cllr Allyson Broadhurst, chairman of the 
community services committee at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: “We 
worked hard with local groups to get the 
funding for the new play area and I hope 
everyone is rightly proud of how this money 
has been used.”

Belinda has 
deep respect 
for Coward 


IF NOEL Coward had a celebrity fan 
club, actress Belinda Lang would be a 
fully paid-up member. 

Coward, best known for capturing the 
humorously shallow “sophistication” of the 
English upper classes in the 20s, 30s and 40s, 
may not be everyone’s cup of tea. 

But Belinda is positively effervescent as she 
chats about his clever way with words - and 
she should know, having appeared in the West 
End production of A/ay Fei/er alongside Dame 
Judi Dench, and co-produced Private Lives. 

“He writes extremely beautiful lines, which are 
deceptive. They seem to be lightweight but 
actually they contain the world in them. They 
are very loaded,” she enthuses. 

“He tells beautifully constructed stories which 
are often incredibly funny or in other places 
incredibly romantic. I find his 
writing very illuminating.” 

Belinda also argues that Coward has been 
done a disservice by certain actors, who 
choose to give his characters ridiculous “hoity 
toity” upper-class accents, bearing no 
resemblance to what the playwright intended. 
“At one time people used to deliver the lines in 
rather silly voices, but the plays are not written 
like that at all; it’s bizarre,” she says. 

“His plays are posh in the main, but then he’s 
written some that aren’t. I think people make a 
huge assumption about who Coward was; 
ridiculous generalisations, most of which are

completely unfounded.” 

Belinda, 55, is getting the chance to show 
Coward in a true light, appearing at Cambridge 
Arts Theatre until Saturday in what is 
considered one of his finest plays -A Song at 
Twilight. 

Set in a luxurious hotel in Switzerland, the play 
revolves around haughty, self-righteous, 
famous author Sir Hugo Latymer, played by 
Ever Decreasing Circles star Peter Egan. 
Latymer and his wife [The Bill actress Kerry 
Peers), invite actress Carlotta Gray to dine with 
them and it soon becomes clear that Sir 
Hugo’s portrayal of Carlotta in his memoirs as 
a “silly actress” is far from accurate. Indeed, 
Carlotta has information in her possession that 
could completely ruin Sir Hugo - and as such 
the stage is set for a glittering battle of egos. 
Written towards the end of Coward’s life when 
he was ailing, A Song at Twilight is more of a 
bittersweet, touching work than some of his 
previous, more theatrical, capers. 

“It was the elderly Noel Coward writing about 
weightier issues,” explains Belinda. 

“It’s got a lot of wit in it, but it’s also poignant 
and quite tough. It’s a man looking back at a 
life asking: ‘Has one led one’s life to the full 
and is fame so wonderful that it transcends so 
many other things?”’

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Theatre has been a big part of Belinda’s life for 
the past decade or so, with appearances on 
the West End, lots of touring and establishing 
her own production company in 2003 with 
David Haig. But her television repertoire is 
equally impressive, with appearances early on 
in the mini-series To Serve Them All My Days, 
and more recently alongside Lynda Bellingham 
in Second Thoughts, as well as in Rosemary & 
Thyme and MidsomerMurders. 

The role that catapulted her to fame, however, 
was in the BBC sitcom 2 Point 4 Children. 
Belinda played the popular character “Bill” 
Porter with Gary Olsen, who played her 
layabout plumber husband, alongside Clare 
Buckfield and Hollyoaks’ John Pickard, who 


starred as their teenage children. The series 
about a wonderfully dysfunctional family was 
a runaway success and ran for nine years, 
until the death of Olsen from cancer in 1999. 
It’s a time that Belinda looks back on with 
fondness and sadness, as she recalls Gary’s 
untimely death. “We had a great time. There 
were lots of outtakes because Gary was a very 
funny and clever comedian. It was nine years 
of my life and I’m sad that we don’t do it any 
more, and obviously for the worst possible 
reason, that Gary Olsen died and we had to 
stop. I don’t know how long we’d have carried 
on for otherwise, probably quite a number of 
years.” 

When A Song at Twilight comes to an end of 


its tour in May, Belinda has no fixed plans for 
her next production. “It’s a great big blank,” 
she says. 

But whether it be a television role or a new 
play, she doesn’t really care as long as the 
script is strong. “In the end you are just 
pretending to be someone else and hoping you 
get away with it,” she says philosophically. “It 
just boils down to who you are working with 
and what the script is like. If the script is good, 
I’m happy.”

Allotments can mean 
lots of fun as well as 
food for all the family 


B BC Gardeners’World 
presenter and garden 
designer Joe Swift is proof 
that even beginners can succeed 
on an allotment. 

With hardly any previous veg- 
growing experience, Joe took on a 
250sq-metre allotment, a 20- 
minute train journey from his 
home in north London - and in 
less than a year created his own 
urban oasis, producing fresh, 
organic produce for his family 
The new series of Gardeners’World 
features his work in progress and 
Joe has also found time to chart his 
experiences, offering some useful 
advice in his latest book, Joe’s 
Allotment. 

Yet allotments are not just about 
growing fruit and veg - they create 
communities and provide social 
gatherings where adults and 
children can connect with nature. 
“Most allotment holders are very 
chatty people and you can get a lot 
of information from them when 
you first take on a plot,” he says. 

It’s not all about the cloth-cap 
brigade either; new generations 
have also caught the bug. 

“A lot of the new plots are taken 
over by young families, people 
who want to get their kids involved 
and who want to know where their 
food is coming from. 

“Even on my site, there are some 
teenagers who’ve taken over a 
plot,” says Joe. 

“There’s a whole new generation of 
younger people who are taking the 
spare plots - it’s fantastic.”

Time is a big consideration when 
you take on an allotment. 

“You’ve got to assess how much 
time you’ve got, how physically 
capable you are and do a little bit 
at a time. If you take over a whole 
plot, think about sharing it with 
one or two other people, or some 
councils will just rent out half or a 
quarter of a plot.” 

His own two children became 
quite involved in the process, 
growing easy crops like radishes, 
spring onions and strawberries. 

“I gave them a patch of their own 
and let them plant anything they 
wanted. 

“They were also given a load of 
sunflowers from another plot 
holder. It’s great to give them a 
little patch of their own, but you 
can guide them a bit as well if they 
plant things too closely. 

“My son also loves 'barrowing’, so 
when compost turns up he’ll be 
there, or if I need a big hole dug I’ll 
give him a spade. They also meet 
other kids on the plot, so it’s a 
social thing.” 


Joe also believes that if youngsters 
learn early how to grow their own, 
it may lessen the problem of 
children growing up fussy eaters. 
“My kids will try anything they 
grow and are picking up skills, 
soaking it all up. When they get 
older and have an outside space of 
their own, they will know how to 
garden. 

“There are no down sides. It’s 
healthy, they sleep well at the end 
of the day and are growing loads of 
fruit and veg. It’s also cheap 
entertainment. I go up there for an 
afternoon and all I’ve spent is the 
train fare.” 

Fellow gardeners swap tips, seeds 
and information on the allotment, 
he enthuses. 

“Last year when I got going, people 
were giving me seeds and 
sometimes plants I hadn’t grown 
and bags of veg. 

“For the first two months last year, 
all the stuff I was bringing home I 
hadn’t actually grown myself. It 
was like a free supermarket.” 

The BBC is now calling on the 
nation to Dig In with a new 
learning campaign encouraging 
people to grow their own veg, 
through a dedicated website and 
national tour. 

Launching on Gardeners’World 
and The Green Balloon Club on 
CBeebies, the Dig In campaign will 
get growers off the ground with 
free seed packs available through 
www. bbc. co. uk/digin 
The starter packs will contain five 
varieties of plants suitable for a 
range of growing locations, soils 
and climates including “Gardener’s 
Delight” tomatoes, “LollaRossa” or 
“Red Salad Bowl” lettuce, 
“Boltardy” beetroot, “Harrier” or 
“Hunter” butternut squash and 
“Early Nantes” carrots. 

Throughout the growing season, 
the Dig In website and tour aims to 
help growers nurture their plants 
successfully.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Hyacinth 

These fantastically fragrant bulbs, 
which grow to between 20-30cm 
(8- 12in) should be left by a patio 
door or on a wall so you can take in 
their delicious scent as you go past. 
They are great planted in single 
colours in pots, or in spring 
borders, where their spikes of 
waxy, tubular, bell-shaped flowers 
in a huge variety of colours from 
whites to yellows, pinks and 
purples, can be fully appreciated. 
Plant bulbs around 10cm (4in) 
deep, spaced 8cm (3in) apart in 
autumn, in a sunny or partially 
shaded spot, in moderately fertile 
but well-drained soil. Container- 
grown bulbs need a loam-based 
compost, mixed with some grit for 
extra drainage. Place containers on 
pot feet so the damp doesn’t rise 
from below and rot the bulbs. 
Lovely varieties include H. 
orientalis “Delft Blue”, and the 
primrose-yellow “City of Haarlem”.

Toyota’s chapter and Verso 


LET’S cut to the chase: 
what you want from an 
MPV like the Verso is the 
ability to carry your kids 
in comfort and safety, 
writes Richard M 
Hammond. 

Seven seats are not a 
necessity, but if you have 
them they’ll be filled 
regularly. That’s a tick in the 
box for the Verso. 

The car is brimming with 
storage spaces: another tick. 
With cup holders front and 
rear, two glove-boxes, under¬ 
seat storage, fold-down trays, 
cubbyholes, nooks, crannies 
and hooks galore, the Verso is 
ideal for trial by child. 

The new Verso is a winner 
safety-wise, too, with an 
interior that will explode like 
a bouncy castle in the event 
of an accident and a system 
that actually applies torque 
to the steering to comple¬ 
ment the ESP in a slide. 

The fact that it’s practical, 
safe and extremely user- 
friendly doesn’t differentiate 


it from the outgoing model, 
but despite the old Verso’s 
mid-cycle name change, the 
new model feels more like a 
car in its own right. 

Its predecessor was 
originally known as the 
Corolla Verso. The clue is in 
the name, and the model was 
indeed a seven-seater, 
slightly roomier version of 
the then-current Toyota 
family hatchback. That 
model was replaced by the 
Auris, and other Verso 
variants within the range 
were dropped, leaving the 
Corolla Verso to adopt the 
simple Verso tag. 

The third model after the 
Auris and Avensis to boast 
the bolder style of Toyota 
exterior, the Verso wears it 
well. An imposing front end 
and chunky light units are 
complemented by dramatic 
lines in the bodywork that 
look good and mean the 
model has class-leading 
aerodynamics, improving 
fuel consumption and 
interior refinement. 


A fully adjustable interior 
makes for practicality and 
comfort. A sliding and folding 
middle row is a real benefit, 
allowing for extra legroom in 
the easily deployed third row 
if required. Don’t rule out 
using the third row for adults 
over short journeys. It won’t 
be particularly comfortable, 
but it will at least be possible 
thanks to a spacious interior. 

But it’s not just the 
passengers who benefit from 
the smart interior design. The 
driver gets a very good level 
of visibility, complemented 
by huge door mirrors. The 
centre console is topped by a 
clear set of dials angled 
towards the driver and the 
extended gearshift column 
means all of the controls are 
within easy reach - plus 
there’s plenty of room left 
between the seats for storage. 

Behind the driver it’s likely 
to be all activity, but Toyota 
has done as much as possible 
to reduce the workload 
upfront. The company is 
applying its Optimal Drive

technology to all new 
models, meaning that both 
the 2.0-litre diesel engine and 
1.8-litre petrol available at 
launch are as efficient as 
possible. A more powerful 
2.2-litre automatic diesel is 
set to arrive later. 

The 2.0-litre diesel version 
ultimately offers the best 
economy and, with higher 
torque low down in the rev 
range, is better suited to load¬ 
pulling duty. 

Available with a six-speed 
manual only, it responds well 


to a tempered approach. 
There’s little in the way of 
dynamism in the way the 
Verso drives, but it feels 
secure, stable and amply 
responsive on the road. 

Basically 

With no squeaks or rattles to 
detract from a very refined 
drive, small children will 
sleep comfortably in the back 
on cross-continent holiday 
drives. As far as a family car 
goes, you can’t ask for much 
more than that.

LATEST research from 
www.parkers.co.uk, 
Britain’s leading car 
buying advice website, 
reveals that new cars 
are currently cheaper 
than used ones. 

Price cuts on new 
cars designed to shift 
stock, and big discounts 
from car supermarkets, 
mean the price of 
selected new, pre¬ 
registered cars can be 
the same, and in some 
cases even lower than a 
year-old, used car, with 
several thousand miles 
on the clock. 

The shortage of good 
quality used cars 
available to dealers has 
been responsible for 
the rise in used car 
prices, and values have 
risen significantly since 
the start of 2009. 

Parker’s has been 
researching the market 
and offering car buying 
advice since 1972, and 
this is the first time it 
has seen used cars 
command a premium 
over new ones. 

Although this shift is 
not across the board, 
there are savings to be 
had on a significant 


number of popular 
makes and models. 

However, Parker’s is 
warning that this price 
reversal will not last 
long, with used and 
new prices set to return 
to their normal balance. 

As excess new 
car stock gets shifted, 
the deals and price cuts 
will soon dry up. 

At the same time new 
car prices are set to go 
up, as a number of 
manufacturers are 
raising the list price of 
their cars to improve 
their margins, despite 
new sales continuing to 
slump. 

The biggest rise, as 
revealed by Parker’s, 
comes from Ford, 
which is putting up 
prices by 3.75 per cent, 
while Seat is 
raising prices by 3.5 per 
cent, and Nissan by 3.4 
per cent. 

Simon Harris, Parker’s 
consumer editor, said: 
“This price reversal will 
only be a temporary 
phenomenon in the 
market place. 

“Historically, used 
cars are always worth 
less than new pre¬ 


registered cars, so given 
time the market will 
correct itself. 

“In the meantime, 
people should keep 
shopping around and 
referring to Parker’s to 
find the best deals.”

THE recession deepens 
here in Britain, and so 
far there’s no sign of 
sales stimulus from 
official quarters.
